Fatalities Occur During Ef-

BOHEMIAN ON ROCKY 
‘LEDGE NEAR HALIFAX 


Off ‘Crew Tried to Save 
Vessel by Throwing Her 
Cargo Overboard.

HALIFAX WN. 5S. March ‘ 2. 
Seven lives are believed to have been 
lost when the crew of the Leyland 
liner Bohemian abandoned the ship 
as she was breaking up on the Sam- 
bro Ledges this morning. Several! 
others were injured. 

The ship, which was bound from 
Boston to Liverpool, ran aground 206 
feet from shore in a blinding snow- 
storm while endeavoring to put into 
Halifax harbor early yesterday morn- 
ing. Sixty-four passengers were 
taken off in safety in the morning, 
but most of the 120 members of the 
crew remained on board all day. 

Late last night a strong swel! de- 
veloped and the ship began to pound 
heavily on the rocks. Early this 
morning it was decided to aban- 
don her. Three of the ship's boats 
got away safely but the remainder 
of the men were unable to take to 
the boats, according to reports. 

The tug Roebling went as close to 
the stranded ship as possible and the 


transfer of those still on board was. 


attempted by life lines. It is _be- 
lieved that the loss of life occurred 
during this operation. ) 

The ship broke up quickly about 
3 a. m., according to Fred Porter 
Jr., who had charge of the salvaging 
operations. The bow plunged into 
deep water under the ledges, while 
the stern, still held on the rocks, be- 
gan to pound and break up. Just 
then the tug Roebling returned with 
supplies from Halifax and succeeded 
im getting alongside the wreck. 

Each time the stern rolled toward 
the tug several men would swing 
from the davit ropes and flounder 
aboard the rescue craft. Several 
slipped and were caught between 
the two ship and badly injured or 
élse fell into the water and were 
drowned. 

Soon after the crew had left the 
vesse! she broke in two and sank. 

Part of her cargo of cotton was 
cast into the sea last night to lighten 
the Bohemian soon after she struck 
the Bohemian. 

For four hours after the passen- 
gers were taken off they waited in 
seven lifeboats near the steamship 
until the tug Roebling picked them 
up. Blankets were tossed from the 
ship to many who were in their 
hnightclothes. Hot tea also was low- 
ered from the Bohemian with a rope. 
Snow and cold added to the discom- 
fort of the passengers, some of 
whom assisted the sallors at the 
oars. 

Women and babies constituted a 
large part of the passengers and 
were put first into the iffeboats. The 
men said the behavior of th - women 
was splendid. 

The Bohemian struck at 2 o’clock 
and the boats were lowered at 3 
o'clock.

PASSENGERS DRIFT IN 
BOATS FOR HOURS, 
CRYING AND SINGING

day by Miss Dorothy Stoner of 2931

“It was just a little before 3 
o'clock that I was awakened by a 
sudden jar of the ship,’ said Miss 
Stoner. “I dressed, not awaiting to 
add much of my apparel. As I came 
or deck I was told twice to return 
and put on more clothes, but re- 
fused. 

“Shortly the women were lined up

at the ship's rail to take our first | 


turn at the boats. It was snowing 
very hard, the wind was bitterly 
cold, and it seemed that the snow 
pierced my clothing and hurt my 
flesh. Many were crying. It was 
of us

tire crew joined in. ‘Lead Kindly 
Light’ was first started, and then 
later, after all were safely in the 


boats, popular songs were sung. [. 


sang through sheer hysterics. While 
we were all more or less terrified at 
first, there was no distinct confusion.

During his 
stay here, which ended in 1913, he 
became known as the father of the 
24-hour train service to New York, 
and as an expert in terminal prob- 
lems. 

“The Pennsylvania is bringing a 
big organization to St. Louls,”” Mc-

ly that the company will have more 
employes here, but that our buying 
for this region will be done here. 
That is, all the buying except such 
supplies as cars, locomotives and 
rails, which are bought for the en- 
tire system.

‘ In Hotel With His Tips 


Louis Bock of the Jefferson Purchases Interest 
in $100,000 Company, Taking Over 
the Washington. 


Tips received ty Louis Gock, head 
waiter at Hotel Jefferson, in his 
nize years’ service in the hotel's 
dining room and in the 20 years 
spent by him as a waiter in Hotels 
ir, Chicago, New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston have ‘argely enabled 


him to acquire a one-third interest 
in a $100,000 company; which yes- 
terday took over the management 
of the Washington Hotel, * King’s 
highway and Washington boulevard. 

Bock receives a salary from the 
hotel and part of these earnings are 
included in the savings invested by 
him in the hotel enterprise. The 
greater part of his savings, however, 
consisted of tips received from 
guests. 

He will become the ‘manager of 
the Washington as soon as a succes- 
sor can be found for his position at 
the Jefferson. His interest in the 
new concern, he said, represents a 
cash investment in excess of $10,000, 
virtually all of which was  saived 
from tips. 

Associated with him in the Wash- 
ington Hotel deal are David 1D. and 
Harry L. Israel, »roprietors of sev- 
here. A 25-year 
lease on the hotel at an annual reni- 
al of $30,000 has been negotiated 
and the $75,000 capital stoc’: of the 
Boulevard Hotel Co., the former op- 
erating concern, has been acquired. 
Bock and his partners contemplate 
the expenditure of $60.000 in refur- 
nishing and redecorating the hotel. 


Discussing his investment, Bock 


said that part of his savings were 
the voluntary gifts of those whum 
he served and did not represen’ that 
which he termed the “graft" ex- 
acted from hotel guests in the East 
and elsewhere. 

No “Graft” From Tables. 

“In the East” he said, “it is cus- 
tomary for guests at the larger hotel 
affairs to pay from $5 to $10 for a 
table. Out here it is different. Such 
a graft won't do. and a $5 or $10 
tip is the exception and not the rule. 
The only graft I ever found here was 
practiced by a head waiter at the 
Jefferson in 1914. He made each of 
the waiters give him a part of their 
tips. When I got the position I 
stopped that practice and since then 
the waiters keep whatever they re- 
celve. 

“Guests who destred reservations 
at the Jefferson or special services of 
any kind only had to inform me and 
I tried my best to accommodate 
them. If they gave anything to me 
it was given voluntarily.”’ 

Bock is 41 years old and is a na- 
tive of Hungary. He obtained his 
first job when 12 years old at the 
Russell Square Hotel, London, 
where he worked as a “piccolo,” a 
position similar to that of bus boy. 
He was 18 years old when he 
reached the United States and since 
that time has worked as waiter and 
assistant head weiter in several 
cafes.

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TURKEY TO HAVE NO NAVY, 
DECISION OF ALLIED COUNCIL

LONDON, March 2.—The Su- 
preme Council of the allies today de- 
cided that Turkey shall -have no 
navy. Only a few revenue cutters 
will be left to her. 

Although the council is silent as to 
just what areas will be allotted to 
Turkey, it is understood that the 
subtractions to be made from her 
territory will decrease her popula- 
tion from 30,000,000 to 6,000,000. 
This will necessitate an entire read- 
justment of Turkey’s debt. The dis- 
position of the Turkish fleet has not 
as yet been decided.

COME TO U. S. IN A MONTH

LONDON, March 2.—The appoint- 
ment of Sir Auckland Geddes as 
British Ambassador to the United 
States was officially announced yes- 
terday. The Ambassador will leave 
London for America in about a 
month.

The high cost of living at Wash- 
ington has been an obstacle to find- 
ing a suitable man willing to take 
the Ambassadorship at the salary 
allowances of the post.

If we did not altogether understand the idea 
behind the exposition of industrial arts held in 
St. Louis last fall we can get it quite easily by 
making a tour of the stores and seeing what 
there is to buy. Deprived of most of the for- 
eign goods formerly sold and having nothing 
better than our own, we find ourselves reduced 
to that for which we must be heartily ashamed. 
We know so little about fine manufacturing, of 
the textile industries, or of almost any good 
thing formerly available at the stores, that we 
are for the first time brought to realize what 
our deficiency is. We make very few things 
comparable to the fine manufacturing of Eu- 
rope, yet we speak of cempeting with Europe 
in foreign markets, as if the rest of the 
world could possibly care any more for our 
goods than we care for them ourselves. Mr. 
Purdy, president of the American Federation of 
Arts, says there is no industrial art in the 
United States.
